Remarkable as these feats may 
appear it-is even-more astounding 
when it is considered that of the 
entire gamut of athletic events at 
which he has shown such pro- 
nounced proficiency, one of the 
list he took up was pole vaulting.

‘One afternoon, how- 
ever, while training on an athletic 
field in. his home town of Oslo,’ 
Norway, he wandered over. to the 
pole vaulting about’to make cer- 
tain no one.was watching in case 
he made,a dismal failure of it, 
gave. himeelf, his first trial. To 
his own great surprise he cleared 
the bar with room to “pare. + He 
raised it an additional G inches 
and again met with success. 

Seen by Swedish Coach. | 

His two attempts were not en- 
tirely’ unnoticed. A Swedish 
coach, who had been engaged by 
the ‘Norwegian athletic authori- 
tics, happened jo see Hoff’s two 
vaulta and immediately asker ‘him 
where he had learned .to vault. 
He was an astonished coach, 
indéed, when Holf informed -him 
that he had never tried it before. 

“T believe,” said that Swedish 
mentor, “that you ‘have it in you 
to become the next Olympic cham- 
pion end the world’s greutest pole 
vaulter if you specialize. in this 
event. Right now, however, your. 
style is terrible.” 

Inside of six monthy Hoff had 
mastered the Vault ‘so thoroughly 
that he was clearing 12 feet 6 
inches with regularily and was 
literally going higher in leaps and 
bounds. It is now practically con- 
eeded by all that only a sprained 
ankle prevented him from annex- 
ing the Olympie tifle in Paris ‘in 
1924, and there is no- questioning 
the fact that he ‘made good the 
Swedish - cosich’s forecast ‘of 
developing ‘into the - greatest 
vaulter of all time with a' pheno- 
menal world’s outdoor record of 
13 feet.11 13-16 inchea to his cre- 
dit. Experts now are predicting 
he surely will tlear 14 feet before 
his career closes. | 

Hoff is unanimously considered 
by all coaches asa truly great 
all-round athlete, possessing that 
rare combination of great physical 
strength and tremendous speed. 
His best performances in thirteen 
events outside of the pole vault 
would bé sufficient to rank him ag 
a top-notcher ‘in any one of them. 

»Hoff wag born in Oslo, Norway, 
in 1902, the. son of a noted Nor- 
wegian physical culture instructor 
and gympast, whose early train- 
ing provided the. groundwork on 
which young Hoff built. up the 
wonderful physique which has 
enabled him to become one. of the 
world’s foremost athletes. He 
first gained prominence as a speed 
skater, and at the age of 12 became 
the junior champion of his dis- 
trict. He also showed great pro- 
fictency’ as’ a ski jumper and 
gymnast and later ag a boxer, . 

Takes Up Track Athletics. 

Hoff then turned his ‘attention 
to track athletics, and the com- 
parative ease with which he picked 
up each event he tried made it 
apparent even iat the age of 16 
that ‘he wns destined for the‘role 
of a great- all-round star. Before 
he reached 20 he easily wad the 
outstanding athlete of his country.
